The Regular Unties and the Time For 


General Kftluxatlon. 


Tho "first call" is sounded ngain five 


minutes before sundown, when the en- 
sign and the jack halyards are manned, 
and a staylight made ready for hoisting 
to indicate the ship's whereabouts dur- 
ing the night. Then the color call fol- 
lows at sundown as tho flag is lowered, 
aud saluted by all aa it reaches the deck. 
The assembly is then sounded for even- 
ing quarters and muster, but there is no 
drill 


As a rule, it is just after sunset when 


the bugle call is sounded to "stand by 
hammocks. " That brings all tho crow 
on deck, and they stand in silence close 
out to the ship's side beside the ham- 
mock nettings, in two ranks facing the 
stern, until the boatswain's mate reports 
to the officer of (ho dock, "Ail up and 
aft." The> latter then orders, "Uncover! 
—pipe down I" and in obedience to this 
order and the boatswain's whistlo the 
nettings are thrown open, and the ham- 
mocks aro served out and taken below 
to their proper places. Each hummock 
has printed on it a, number, and that 
same number ia on the hooks below 
decks where thfifc hammock has to be 
swung, so that each man sleeps ia the 
same placo every night, and that place 
is culled his "billet. " 


Unless, now, a boat is called away 


there will bo no more bnglo calls until 
five minutes of 9 o'clock. The period is 
ono of complete relaxation, and is spent 
by tho sailors in smoking, spinning 
yaraB, singing, playing on musical in- 
struments, and dancing. At 8:55 the 
first call is again sounded as a warning 
to tho crew to prepare to turn into their 
hammocks find go to Bleep. Then at 9 
o'clock comes tho call known ns "tat- 
too." 


This tattoo is tho survival of an old 


oncfoin. In tho "old uavy" it used to 
last 15 minutes, and was performed 
with drum and fire, playing all manner 
of airs and quicksteps according to tho 
fancy or ingenuity of the drummer and 
afcr. It is oventiuid to have been handed 
down from n period of superstition, 
when they used to make a hullabaloo 
after dark to drive the devils out of the 
ship. At tho luft note of tattoo the ship's 
boll is struck twice for !) o'clock, and 
tho boatswain's whistle sounds "Pipe 
down. " Every man must then turn into 
his hammock, whether ha is sleepy or 
not, for an inspection is made by the 
master at sinns to soo that nil have done 
so. Then sounds that last, long, mourn- 
ful call, "taps."—Lieutenant John M.

The dialect of tho Spanish Bnsqna

»r Arabic. Many of their words have a 
curious resemblance to corresponding 
English words—just as we find in our 
English slaug a good many gypsy 
words. For instance, tho Basque word 
gorry (which signifies red, rusty, bloody, 
gory), tho word gono (gown), escura 
(school), irina (farina, flour), curritzen 
(course, courrier), du (does, from tho 
verb to do), letra (letter), toilutnro 
(roof, tile), cantna (song, canticle), 
boina (bonnet), etc. 


The music of the popular Basque 


songs is in general plaintive and co-ach- 
ed in tho minor keys. The melodies, 
like the language, aro a tradition—as 
no composers' names have come down 
to us—and this, again, is a singular 
compound of Spanish and oriental mel- 
ody. It also confirms my -view of the 
origin of this interesting people, so that 
I have the language and the ninsic both 
fighting to uphold my tjieory.—Gentle- 
man's Magazine.

BOSSES CONFERRING. 


Under the present financial system 


the United States Treasury is wholly 
and absolutely at the mercy of the gold 
gamblers. The custom is—and there is 
said to be no law for it—to keep $100,' 
000,000 in gold in what is known as the 
reserve fund. Balds have been repeat- 
edly made on this fund by the gold 
dealers, and bonds have been issued as 
often to replenish the fund. Now the 
reserve fond is reduced below the $100,- 
000,000 limit, and the gold gamblers, 
for political or other purposes, have 
decided to prevent withdrawals of gold 
for export for sixty days. It is under- 
stood that if the supply of cotton and 
grain bills in the market ia not suffi- 
cient to adjust affairs within that time 
then the trust will continue in opera- 
tion for a longer period, probably until 
the election ia over. The object ia to 
prevent any panic that may occur dur- 
ing the campaign. 


Is not this an unenviable position for 


the United States Government to oc- 
cupy? The Treasury, in which there 
was, according to the official report, 
over $264,000,000 available cash on July 
1st, is completely at the mercy of the 
gold trust. For reasons of their own, 
bnt certainly not for the benefit of the 
people, the members of this band of 
speculators—mainly foreign capitalists 
and their American agents—meet in 
New York, and determine that for the 
present at least gold exports shall cease. 
Who is foolish enough to belifive that 
such a gang us that is actuated by pa- 
triotic motives, or is stopping the sold 
drain for the public good?

Belmont & Co., L. von Hoffraau & Co., 
Kalm, Loeb & Co., and Lazard Frores, 
all agents of European gold dealers, 
are to manage the American part of the 
deal, and Now York bankers aro ex- 
pected to assist in temporarily keeping 
the gold on this side of the Atlantic. 


What will be the consequence to the 


country if the present financial system 
obtains for four years more? Now the 
country has to depend upon foreign 
gold dealers to keep the treasury from 
being depleted, and when the single 
gold standard is securely fastened upon 
the country, as it will be in the event 
of the election of the gold ticket, the 
exportation of gold will be resumed; 
there will be neither silver nor green- 
becks to take its place, gold will con- 
tinue to appreciate, and all other kinds 
of property to depreciate, and the con- 
ditions predicted by the Populists will 
hare to be met by the people.

EDITOJS JOCBNAL:—Replying to let- 


ters numbers 1, 2 and 3 of Hon. R. B. 
Bigelow, I will state that, as a man, I 
highly honor and respect the honorable 
gentleman and believe I speak the sen- 
timent of 95 per cent of our oitizaUB, 
when I state that as a jurist he holds 
the respect and esteem of our peo- 
ple, both for honesty and ability.

He says that the rat 
is one of the most cautious of animals, 
smd that the meddlesomeness of hostelry 
attaches prevents successful trap setting 
in hotels. One big down town establish- 
ment was rid of 58 rats in one night 


Both Johnson and Henry Hem attend 


to the former's traps. They make daily 
rounds, setting the contrivances or dis- 
posing of the captives. When a land- 
lord wishes his place rid of rats, he in- 
forms Johnson of that portion of the 
house where tho little animals do most 
of their foraging. 


For tho fiist night or two the trap is 


set there in such a manner that the rata 
can nibble the bait and afterward es- 
cape On the day that Johnson finds all 
the cheese and crackers in the boxlike 
contrivance have been devoured during 
the night he attaches an auxiliary trap, 
into which the captive rats are to be 
forced out of the view of prospective 
prisoners. Thus fully 100 rats can be 
caught in one trap in one night 


Johnson says that he doesn't contract 


to entirely rid n place of rats. He thinks 
ho ' 'knows as much about the business 
as any one else" and says that when 
tho rodents have firmly established 
themselves in a house it is almost im- 
possible to drive them out. A ferret, he 
says, might clestioy the nest and the 
trap catch all the rats in the house, but 
if tho locality is particularly favorable 
Cor icdent light neighboring pests aro 
most likely to move into the place.

Housekeepers are cot generally 
anxious to have the little aiiirnali about 
them, and hence they pay more attention 
to the ways of exorcising the pests thun 
they do to means of capturing them

of poisoned bait, there are a numbei of 
unique plans that aro operated from 
time to time by landlords who have lost 
patience with tho domestic maraudeis. 
Ail iugomon<) individual some time ago 
devised a pl<in of painting a captive rat 
with a phosphorescent preparation and 
then turnicg it loose. The released rat 
would letnrn to its nest, and there its 
effulgent coat would frighten «he other 
lats out cf all their instincts save that

Seventy-two years ago the first Brit-
